95. A transgenic non-human animal wherein introduction of a gene is effected 
in a non-human animal comprising a homologue of the collectin polypeptide according to 
claim 61, in a manner to modify the gene expression of the homologue. 

96. A knockout, non-human animal that is obtained by altering a gene 
encoding a homologue of the novel collectin polypeptide according to claim 61 in a non- 
human animal comprising said homologue, in a manner to inhibit the expression of said 
homologue.
